Wt  o^  the  "lanagemtnt  Staff  v.^ant  you  to  feel  that  the  house  in  ?/hich 
you  live  i.T  your  home,  ard  we  v;ant  you  to  -jnjoy  it  rdth  as  litfclc  re- 
striction as  is  consistent  \'.ith  the  b^vst  g.-..neral  policy.    There  are, 
however,  certain  regulations  'uid  sa-'-i^estions  that  becone  necessary  in 
order  to  satisfactorily  carry  out  o-u'  purpose  to  th.,  best  advantage 
of  the  whole  c  oirirranit},^ .

Carelessness,  delib-^rate  or  otherwise,  ;"n  11  result 
in  assessments  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  damages;  '^nd,  in.  ordc.r  to 
eliminate  this  possibility,  we  urge  you  to  treat  your  home  and  sur- 
roundings in  the  same  manner  you  "'ould  if  the  proper  by  e^ere  your  own.

FAB'IEIIT  OF  RENT  ,     .    ,  . 

All  rent  bills  for  the  original  Greenbelt  homes  are  due  and  payable  at 
the  office  of  the  Chief  Accountant  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 
Bills  not'  paid  by  the  tvvelfth"  of  the  month  are  reported  delinquent  to 
Washington  offices.    This  is  important.    Please  give  it  your  careful 
attention. 

All  rent  bills  on  the  Defense  Komps  are  due  and  payable  on  the 
fifteenth  of  each  month,  and  y.III  be  reported  delinquent  if  not  .paid 
by  the  t7.'  enty-s  eve  nth  of  the  month.  >  ■ 

REPORTING  COyPIAII^TS  ,  ■ 

All  residents  are  requested  to  report  to  the  offi.^e  in  person  or  by 
phone  any  need  for  repairs  to  e^r  maintenance  of  their  dvjellings.  These 
repairs  will  be  taken  care  of  promptly,  but  in  case  of  an  -"'Vorsight, 
please  call  it  to  the  attention  '.'f  the  Management  Office  at  once, 

REFPIGEHi\TORS  .  ■  ,  ■ 

Prior  to  Starting;    Y.'hcn-a  tenant  occupies  a  dvjelling,  the  refrigerator 
should  be  in  operation.    In  saiy^  invent,  on  the  day  of  occupancy  the  box 
Twill  bo  started  up  by' the  Maintenance  Department,.    The  tenant' will  re- 
frain from  endeavoring  to  put  the  box  in  opera ti'~n,  inasmuch  as  all  the 
valves  of  the  ci'Oling  system  may  be  closed  and  serious  trouble  I'^ould 
develop  mechanically  unless  handled  by  a  refrigerator  man. 

Operation:    The  adjustment  of  the  Cold  Control  varies  v-dth  the  individ~ 
ual  need.    If  the  occupant  varies  the  adjustment  of  the  regulr-tor,  it 
is  not  difficult  to  deten.iine  v.hich  l;cati--n  keeps  the  ref rigorat  .^r  to 
the  temperature  desired. 

Do  not  keep  any  more  ice  cubes  made  than  iirdnediately  required.  Never 
place  -wax:  paper  acr-'ss  the  shelves  as  th-it  st^ps  circul-vti- n  of  air  in 
the  food  c.m.partmcnt.    Keep  all  food  in  closed  containers,  otnen'd.se 
the  evaporator  vdll  absorb  the  moisture  fr-^m  the  c-ntents,  thereby 
v/eakening  the  natural  flavors  as  v;ell  as  giving  a  \dthered  appearance 
to  uncooked  vegetables.    The  latter  should  be  kept  in  a  hydrate r. 
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REFRIGSR-ATORS  (Cont'd) 

Refrigerant  odors  come  from  uncovered  foods  generally,  or  in  soire  cases 
the  food  compartTTient  is  not  being  properly  vrashed  after  defrosting.  The 
exception  is  a  gas'  leak  which  may  develop  at  any  time  in  any  reirigera- 
tor.  Immediate  notice  should  be  given  the  Management  Office  of  this  con- 
dition. Some  of  these  boxes  contain  sulphur  dioxide  as  a  refrigerant; 
and,  should  a  leak  develop,  immediately  open  the  kitchen  vrlndov/s  and 
isolate  the  room.  Though  objectionable,  this  gas  is  not  deadly,  but  m.ay 
cause  dry  throat  and  coughing  for  a  short  vrhile. 

Outside  finish;  Use  only  Ivory  soap  and  vrarm  vratcr,  except  near  rubber 
gaskets,  as  the  soap  tends  to  deteriorate  the  rubber. 

Ice  cube  compartm.ent ;  Never  remove  cube  trays  ■'.'n.th  an  ice  pick  or  other 
sharp  instruiaent,  as  a  slip  might  cause  a  rup- 
ture in  the  cooling  unit  and  a  resu.ltant  leak  1 1 


Defrosting;  For  efficient,  econoiiiical  opera- 
tion, care  should  be  t'  ken  to  defrost  the  r 

frigerator  whenever  thu  cond:,nsatiop  (snow)  on  the  freezing  unit  is  i 
inc'^  thick.  To  defrost,  set  temperature  ccnbrol  to  "Defrost"  ("Zero"  if 
no  defrost  mark  is  indicated).  This  automatically  cuts  off  the  motor  and 
allows  the  accu..iulated  frost  on  the  coils  to  melt,  but  dues  not  perm.it 
the  food  to  spoil. 

'^■ihen  the  unit  is  defrosted,  empty  the  v^ater  nub  of  the  defrosting  dish 
and  return  control  to  original  adjusti.ient .  The  food  compartment  should 
be  defrosted  and  cleaned  inside  at  least  onct.  a  week  or  as  often  as  the 
frost  gets  4  inch  thick.  A  mild  soluti.on  of  v/arm  water  and  baking  soda 
is  recommended  to  clean  the  food  concnrtnent . 

Maintenance;  Any  unusual  condition  or  noise  devclor^ing  i_n  the  refriger- 
ator vrarr-nts  immediate  notification  to  the  hanagerent  Office.  Tinkering 
or  attempting  to  cure  the  condition  by  the  tenant  very  TDossibly  can 
cause  serious  difficulties,  which  may  be  averted  by  the  Maintenance  L'ia.n 
who  is  here  bo  scrvr  you. 

The  refrigerator  should  be  kept  in  operation  at  all  tim^s.  If  a  tenant 
leaves  on  a  vacation,  the  refrigerator  should  be  turn.id  to  its  lo;-est 
point  and  left  running,  m  many  cases  persons  have  disconnected  their 
refrigerators  upon  leaving  for  a  vacation  and  have  caused  m:uch  trouble 
to  the  Laintenance  Dcpartixnt.

Chilling  desserts,  such  as  ice  nreem,  sherbets, 
etc.,  should  be  placed  in  cube  ti-ays,  and  the 
ciiiller  adjustment  set  to  maximxum,  or  quick 
freeze,  for  the  duration  of  the  preparation.  As 
soon  as  the  dessert  is  frozen,  return  the  ad- 
justm.ent  to  normial  position. 
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RANGES 

A  representative  of  the  Potomac  Electric  Povrcr  Coinpany 
will  be  sent  to  your  hoi:e  Tiithout  charge  for  personal 
instructions  in  operating  jo-'.ir  range,  if  you  desire. 
The  most  iriportant  factor  in  the  successful  operation 
of  the  electric  range  is  to  keep  it  clean  at  all  times. 
Food  spiD.ling  over  \7ill  lodge  beneath  the  cooking  ele- 
ments -and  soon  burn  cut  the  vri.res  if  not  cleaned  off. 
Damage  caused  by  negligence  or  carelessness  j±ll  be  re- 
paired at  the  exocnse  of  the  tenant. 


ASPHi\I;r  TILE  FLOORS 


To  insure  the  prer:ervat:' on  of  the  asphalt  tile  floors  in  yciu'  hoiuO,  care 
should  be  taken  Tji.on  selecting  the  cle.anser  or  :rax  to  be  used.  Ko  cleans- 
er or  Yi3.x  containing  an;;  inflanrraablu  ingredients  or  spirits;  such  as, 
gasoline,  kerosene,  linseed  oil,  xriachine  oil  or  any  patented  preparation 
for  cleaning  clothes,  should  be  used.  The  properties  mentioned  have  a 
tendency  to  dissolve  or  deteriorate  the  type  of  tile  floors  in  your  home. 
Under  no  circumstances  should  a  turpentine  vjax  be  applied,  v/hether  in 
liquid  or  paste  form.  For  the  correct  cleansing  agent  consult  your  Green- 
belt  stores,  as  they  sell  only  thj.e  approved  vraxes  for  such  type  floors. 

The  following  pr  "jcedure  is  reccmmendi-d  for  the  proper  care  of  ycur  tile 
floors.  After  removing  surface  dirt  ivith  a  cry  mop,  wash  floor  thorough- 
ly mth  a  solution  of  warm  water  and  a  non-caustic  soap.  Do  not  rub  too 

vigorously  or  allow  the  water  to  remain  too 
long  on  the  floor,  as  this  m.ll  cause  perma- 
nent discoloration  and  spots.  After  washing  be 
sure  to  rinse  surface  with,  clean,  clear  water, 
preferably  cold.  Dry  the  .floor  "dth  a  clean, 
dry  cloth,  polishing  to  a  sheen.  Before  apply- 
ing vrax,  be  certain  the  floor  is  dry.  The  ?/as 
should  then  be  applied  in  even  strokes .  A  wax 
applicator  is  recommended  for  a  more  uniform 
and  quicker  coating,  but  a  soft,  clean  cloth 
can  be  used  vrith  good  results. 

To  insure  a  thorough  drying  of  the  wax,  there 
should  be  no  traffic  on  the  floor  for  at  least 
an  hour.  A  brighter  luster  is  obtained  by  polishing  the  floor  after  the 
wax  is  thoroughly  dried.  Polishing  vdll  tend  to  solidify  the  7;ax  to  a 
greater  extent  and.  thus  preserve  the  floor,  "'^^axes  kncvm  as  water  cr.ml- 
sion  xraxcs  are  satisfactory  for  use  on  asphalt  tile  floors  and  can  be 
purchased  at  the  Greenbelt  stores .  . 


All  heavy  furnitur'e  -  beds,  davenports,  etc.  -  should  have  glass  or  rub- 
ber coasters  under  the  legs  to  prevent  damage  to  the  floor.  Dam.age 
caused  by  lack  of  this  protection  vdll  be  repaired  at  the  tenant's  ex- 
pense. 
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CLEANIMG  OF  PAINTED  WALLS  AND  WOODITORK 

Thb  walls  and  vvoodv/ork  throughout  your  hone  have  been  decorated  in  oil 
paint,  which  is  much  easier  to  keep  clean  than  the  casein  or  "Abater  paint 
originally  used. 

In  cleaning,  v;o  suggest  that  you  use  Ivory  soap  and  warm  water  for  best 
results,  then  rinse  with  clear  water.  In  7:ashing  the  walls,  use  the  up 
and  do7/n  stroke,  net  taking  too  large  a  space  at  a  time  before  rinsing. 

The  ceilings  in  the  kitchen  and  bath  room  are  also  in  oil  and  can  bt; 
washed  the  sane  as  in  the  above  method.  All  other  ceilings  are  in  casein 
or  water  paint  and  cannot  be  washed  without  leaving  narks.  Therefore,  we 
suggest  that  you  do  not  touch  then  at  all.  In  case  any  of  the  paint  on 
the  ceilings  should  begin  to  peel,  you  should  notify  the  Management  Of- 
fice at  once  so  that  it  can  be  checked  and  taken  care  of  iminediately . 

PLACING  OF  PICTURES  ON  WALLS 

In  placing  pictures  on  the  walls,  you  v;ill  v.:/lice 
a  picture  molding  for  this  purpose  in  each  room. 
Picture  hooks  should  b'.'  used  V'/ith  picture  vrirc-  ex- 
tending doiTO  to  the  length  desired.  However,  if 
you  insist  on  putting  tacks  or  nails  in  the  walls, 
ple.-ase  use  a  very  sm.all  tack  or  nail  in  order  not 
to  make  a  large  hole  in  the  vra.ll.  Do  not  use  any 
kind  of  tape  to  keep  the  plaster  from  breaking, for 
this  only  burns  into  the  plaster  i.n  a  short  time  and  causes  much  trouble 
vfhen  redecorating.  The  tenant  will  be  held  responsible  and  charged  ac- 
cordingly for  any  spots  of  this  kind  found  in  a  home. 

FUSES  AMD  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  BULBS 

A  fuse  box  is  located  in  the  kitchen  of  the  row  houses  (small  door  on 
v^all)  or  in  the  hall  in  the  apartment  units.  If  a  fuse  burns  out,  a  new 
one  can  bo  purchased  at  the  Variety  Store  and  installed  by  the  tenant. 
Burned-out  fuses  will  be  recognized  by  the  appearance  of  the  little 
glass  \'>rLndow  in  the  front  of  the  fuse.  If  this  window  is  sm.oked  and 
black,  the  fuse  is  burned  out.  It  can  be  replaced  by  scremng  a  new  one 
in  exactly/  the  same  as  a  light  bulb  is  replaced.  Only  15  ampere  fuses 
should  be  used  in  order  not  to  endanger  your  household  appliances.  We 
recommend  taking  the  old  fuse  with  you  when  purchasing  neir  ones,  and 
also  suggest  that  a  spare  fuse  be  kept  in  the  house  at  all  tim^es  for 
em.ergency  use. 

Fuses  for  the  electric  range  are  a  special  "cartridge"  type  and  should 
be  replaced  by  the  Ivjanagement  only. 

All  electric  light  bulbs  are  to  be  replace:;  by  the  tenant  when  they  burn 
out . 
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RADIO  AmiALS 

*i-partr.ont  house  units  are  equipped  "with  radio  aerials  that  are  vdred  to 
each  apartment.  "Aerial  plugs"'  Can  be  purchased  at  the  Variety  Store  to 
connect  your  radio  set  to  this  outlet. 

Row  house  units  mil  be  furnished  mth  an  approved  outside  aerial  at  the 
.cost  of  $1.00.  Tenants  are  not  permitted  to  erect  their  own  outside  ae- 
rial .  (See  "Rules  and  Retaliations",  paragraph  8,  in  your  Residential 
Lease.)

Please  note  carefully; 

In  the  row  house  units  clothesline  poles  are  provided  at  the  service 
side  in  the  rear  of  the  homes.  All  laundry,  including  bathing  suits, 

liiust  be  rumove_d  froin  these  lines,  and  the  rope 
j-inc3  tak en  down,  "net "later  than  4:00  P.  M.

Apartmiont  house  residents  are  not  perm.itted  to  liry  or  air 
clothing  on  the  porches  in  such  a  vray  that  it  can  be  seen  from  the 
street. 

GAREAGP::  DISPOSAL 


Residents  of  rov/  houses  will  find  a  f<jjt-pedal  garbage  can  Imniediately 
outside  their  rear  door.  It  is  r^'^quested  that  garbage  either  be  put  in 
paper  sacks  or,  that  the  garbage  container  be  lined  with  oaper  to  prevent 
corroding.  A  trash  can  is  located  inside  the  small  porch  closet,  which 
closet  can  also  be  used  for  storing  garden  hose,  to^ols,  etc.    We  wish  to 
caution  the  r-;sident  against  storing  anything  in  these  closets  which 
might  be  mistaken  for  trash  and  be  picked  up  by  the  trash  collectors,  as 
the  Management  Office  cannot  be  responsible  for  iteriS  stored  tnus  col- 
lected through  error.  Ccjllections  are  made  several  times  w>L;ekly,  and  you 
can  ascertain  collection  days  by  asking  your  neighbor  or  calling  the 
Management  Office.  .

Call  the  Ivdnagem.ent  Office  immiedi?tel y,  and 
an  exterminator  will  be  sent  to  yur  home  at 
once.  You  of  course  realize  that  if  you  with- 
hold your  information  until  the  exterminator' 
regular  visit,  the  probler  vrill  beconu?  such  a 
serious  one  Ps  to  be  difficult  to  overcome. 
In  irany  cases  the  residert  is  not  responsible 
for  the  presence  of  such  pests,  but  he  IS  RE- 
SPOKSTTLE  if  he  nOfjlects  to  report  it  at  once 


If  you  are  not  ct  home  when  the  extermdnator 
calls,  he  vdll  leave  a  notice  telling  you  whan  he  will  return,  at  which 
time,  unless  the  Lonar eu.it :nt  Office  hears  from  you  to  the  contrary,  he 
will  expect  to  em:er  your  house  I'dth  a  pass  key  if  he  again  finds  you 
aiYay  from  heme.

GREENBEL'T  CONSUI.ffiR  SERVICES 


AH  cf  the  Greenbelt  stores  arc  operated  by  Greenbelt  Ccnsunier  Sorvices 
Inc.,  a  ccopfcrative  organization  owned  and  controlled  by  the  people  of 
Greenbelt.  The  store  space  is  leased  froir.  the  United  States  Gcvernnent 
with  rent  on  a  percentage  -,f  sales  basis. 

Anyone  may  trade  in  the  stores,  whether  he  is  a  r.ieinber  of  the  coopera- 
tive or  not.  Ivleir.bership  is  voluntary  and  open  to  all.  A  share  of  stock 
costs  ten  dollars  (.^10.00)  and  may  be  paid  in  installirients . 

The  members  elect  nine  of  their  number  to  the  Board  cf  Directors.  The 
Board  directs  the  cooperative  and  is  res;,:'OnGible  to  the  menber  ship.  It 
employs  a  -general  manager  who  operates  the  stores  in  accordance  with 
policies  laid  doYm  by  the  Board. 

In  accordance  with  the  Rochdale  principles  for  cooperatives,  each  member 
has  but  one  vote  regardless  of  the  niLmbor  of  shares  cwrned,.  interest  on 
share  capital  is  limited  and  t,he  net  s'orplus  at  the  end  of  each  year  is 
returned  to  the  consumer  owners  as  patrona,_^e  rebates.  The  rebates  are 
determined  in  -oropcrtion  to  the  amount  each  m.em.ber  has  purchased  during 
the  yeai^.  In  order  bo  share  in  the  patrona:pe  rebates,  you  should  save  • ' 
all  purchase  receipts  and  !:urn  them  in  yrhon  notified  (usually  once  a 
year).  r.^embL.rs  wi.th  a  fully  -aid  share  are  entitled  to  their"  rebate  in 
cash,  unlx-ss  the  mem/oership  decides  otherv/ise.  Y  u  m.ay  become  a  member 
by  declarinp-  your  intention  of  joining  either  at  the  offices  of  the  com- 
pany or  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  Then  your  patronape  return  vfill  be 
credited  tow-ords  a  share.  Cash  returns  are  paid  only  to  fully  paid  share 
holdc;rs .  ~  ' 

Prices  in  the  stores  coirp-are  favorably  with  thos-  in  and  around  Vaashing- 
ton.  The  stores  handle  maiiy  Co-op  brand  itc;ms  vrhich  are  supplied  by  the 
Eastern  Cooperative  Viliolesale,  Inc.,  in  New  York  City.  This  wholesale  is 
ovfned  by  cooperative  stores  alon>:  the  Atlantic  Seaboard.  The  middleman 
profit  is  eliminated  because  the  wholesale's  savings  art  returned  to  the 
member  stores  as  patronage  rebates.  The  quality  of  Co-np  label  m.erchan- 
dise  is  tested  at  the  wholesale's  testing  kitchen.  Virtually  all  items 
have  the  grade  .and  othei-  informati.:.n  on  the  label. 

All  sales  are  for  cash,  and  deliveries  are  made  only  by  the  Valet  Shop. 
Elimination  of  delivery  and  credit  enables  low  operating  exDonses,  which 
in  turn  enal  le  lower  prices . 

The  Cooperative  Iv!anagem.ent  assures  you  that  you  will  receive  fair,  cour- 
teous treatment  at  all  times.  You  are  invited  to  come  to  the  office  7dth 
any  questions  or  suggestions  that  y-u  nay  ha-/-e.  The  stores  are  the  peo- 
ple's -  here  solely  to  serve  the  people. 

The  Cooperative  operates  the  fcdlowing  services:  Food  Store,  Drug  Store 
and  Luncheonette,  Beauty  Shop,  Barber  Shop,  Valet  Shop  and  Shoe  Reoair  , 
Shop,  Theater,  Gasoline  Station  and  Repair  Garage,  and  General  Lx-rchan- 
dise  Store.

The  Greenbelt  Health  Association  is  a  cooperative,  voluntary,  non-prof i 
unincorporated  organization  formed  bv  the'  :3eo:;le  of  Gret;nbelt  for  the 
'^urxxse  of  securing  for  themselves  the  best  kind  of  medical  care  avail- 
able on  a  budget  -Ian  they  can  all  afford.  It  is  completely  controlled 
by  th'v  memb^ars  (except  in  natters  of  rredicine)  as  is' the  case  in  all  co- 
operatives. The  nc-mbers  control  pclicLss  and  rates. 


All  the  -hyaicians  at  the  Lxdical  Center  are  on  the  staff  and  they  have 
all  had  ext-^nsive  training  and  practice  in  such  specialties  as  traunat- 
ics  and  fr^5cture3,  urolo^ey,  internal  niedicine,  obstetrics  and  gynecology 
-o.iiatrics  and  general  surgery.  Other  ohjrsicians  covering  cuo-lementary 
fields  of  s-ecial  medicine  will  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  the  size 
of  the  Association  increases.  At  oresent  the  ohvsicians  are  c°^abl.--  of 
handling  virtually  all  of  Greenbeit's  medical  needs,  but  in  cases  v:hen 
additional  equioment  or  a  consulting  s-ecialist  is  required,  the  Associ- 
ation can  often  make  outside  arrangements  cither  at  no  additional  cost 
to  mei-bers  or  at  a  considerable  saving.^. 

Generally  speaking,  the  Association  secures  for  its  merf.bers  all  services 
usually  r.-ndered  by  general  -ractitioners;  office  calls  and  -hone  calls 
vathcut  limit;  heme  calls  without  limit,  except  that  a  small' charge  is 
made  for  tne  first  home  call  f-.r  any  one  ill  -  erson  in  a  .eriod  of  seven 
days.  i..:embers  receive  periodic,  th-rough  physical  examinations  and  rou- 

services.  Soecial  rates  to  members,  amounting  to  about 
40-,->0,o  savings,  apply  to  surg-.^ry,  fractures,  '."obstetrics  and  the  m.ore  com 
plicated  laboratory  tests. 

*o®nn^r  ^;nthly  in  advance:  $1.00  f<:^  single  persons,  $1.50  for  cou-les 
J2.00  for  families  vath  one  or  two  children,  and  $2.25  for  families  with 
three^or  m.ore  childr^-n.  There  is  an  entrance  fee  of  $5.00  which  may  be 
paid  m  mstallnents .  (Entrance  fees  -.re  allocated  to  a  ca-dtal  fund  for 
the  -urchase  :f  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  equipment  for  the  use  of  Asso 
c  iat.1 0  n  phys ic ia ns  , 

Tlie  Association  does  not  cover  costs  of  hcs-italization  nor  dental  care.

GREENBELT  FEDERAL  CREDIT  UNION 


The  Greenbelt  Federal  Credit  Union  was  organized  shortly  after  the  first 
families  novod  into  tovrn.  Its  purpose  vras'^to  afford  its^embers  an  oo- 
oortunity  to  accumulate  their  savings  and  to  create  for  themselves  a 
source  of  credit  where  loans  for  provident  and  productive  ourooses  could 
be  obtained.  ■ 

* 

Kembc-rs  in  good  standing  have  the  privilege  of  borreving  uo  to  $50.00 
(larger  amounts  if  security  is  cffered)  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  inter- 
est. Atpresent  the  interest  rate,  is  1%  oer  rrirnth  on  the  unoaid  balance 
of  the  loan.  Those  ^vhc  deoosited  their  savings  in  the  Credit  Union  re- 
ceived a  dividend  ci  5%  in  194-0,  -an  indication  that  the  Credit  Union  is 
a  good  place  to  s3/-/c  r.ioney  as  mil  as  a  good  place  to  borrow  money. 

Over  750  Greenbelt  residents,  all  of  whoiri  are  active  mercters,  are  the 
sole  owners  of  this  banking  facility.  Their  votes,  at  the  -nnual  meeting 
held  each  January,  elect  a  Board  of  Directors  to  carry  on  the  day  by  day 
functions  of  the  Credit  Union.  They  also  elect  a  Supervisory  Ccnraiittee 
to  audit  the  books  and  a  Credit  Committee  to  make  the  necessary  investi- 
gations before  granting  loans . 

Credit  Union  office  hours  at  present  are  from  2:00  P.!!.  to  6:00  p.P:.  on 
!.Condays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays ^  3:00  P.:.:.  to  5:00  p.;-;,  'and 
7:00  P.M.  to  9:00  P.i,-:.  on  Fridays;  and  the  office  is  closed  a.11  day  on 
^'ednesdays.  During  office  hours  the  Credit  C.;mmittee  meets  in  the  Credit 
Union  office  in  Room  200  over  the  Drug  Store.  Here  payments  on  loans  or 
deoosits  to  savings  accounts  luay  bo  made  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Credit  Committee  meets  on  ■'Wednesday  evenings  from  7:00  to  9:00.

TRANSFERS 


'•Ve  have  a  great  many  families  livin:*  in  apartments  who  have  had,  or  are 
exp'ecting  to  have,  increases  in  their  familios  and  as  a  result  of  this 
have  L;ade  application  to  our  office  for  houses  which  would  be  adequate 
to  provide  for  their  comfort  and  convenience. 

Vife  are  very  anxious  to  transfer  such  families  from,  apartments  to  houses 
as  it  prevents  ovcrcrovvtiing  and  helps  to  keep  the  standard  of  living  at 
the  same  high  plane  v;e  all  desire  to  maintain. 

V/e  do,  however,  have  to  depend  on  "nove-outs"  before  such  transfers  can 
be  madej  thus,  as  yjo  already  have  a  long  waitinj;:  list,  it  is  necessary'' 
that  some  policy  be  adopted  regarding  this  matter.  Therefore,  the  follC'W- 
ing  will  be  observed: 

1.  No  fardly  wi.ll  be  eligible  for  ti-ansier  until  after  they  have 
completed  one  year  of  occupancy. 

2.  No  faiaily  will  be  eligible  for  transfer  until  after  there  has 
been  a  change  in  family  status . 

3.  Ages  of  children  will  be  taken  into  consideration  in  making 
transfers,  but  no  transfers  will  be  made  until  children  arc 
at  least  six  months  old  -  except  in  cases  of  fariilies  living 
on  third  floor  apart-nents . 

Any  three-mien.ber  famdly  expecting  another  child,  and  who 
lives  in  a  two-bedroomi  house,  will  not  be  transferred  to  a 
larger  house  until  the  new  baby  is  one  year  old,  and  then 
only  if  the  sex  of  the  new  child  is  different  fromi  that  of 
the  first. 


SUELSASING 


During  the  past  three  years  wo  have  had  requests  from  our  people  asking 
approval  for  the  subleasing  oi  their  houses.  Vii'e  never  have  been  able  to 
give  approval  for  this,  although  rre  have  had  an  understanding  7;hereby 
local  residents  going  away  froni  Greenbelt  on  vacation  could  have  soneone 
li\''ing  at  their  homes  du.ring  their  absence.  Hovrever,  this  privilege  has 
gravn  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  reached  the  point  where  many  persons 
are  actually  subleasing  their  homes  for  periods  of  three  months  or  long- 
er. This  is  in  direct  violation  of  Provision  l6  of  the  lease  between  the 
tenant  and  Farm  Security  Administration. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  Farm.  Security  Administration  to  pox'mit  tenants 
to  have  visitors  for  periods  not  exceeding  three  months,  although  this 
period  can  surely  be  extended  if  there  is  no  overcrowding  brought  about 
bj  reason  of  such  additional  occupancy  and  if  no ■ additional  income  is 
provi.ded  from,  this  source. 

Visitors  should  comie  under  the  class  of  parents,  relatives  or  friends, 
but  in  no  case  can  a  person  who  ;:ays  any  money  for  use  of  the  premise 
be  termed  as  a  visitor,  and  certainly  it  <Tould  not  seem  proper  for  the 
tenant  to  leave  and  be  away  all  during  the  time  he  has  a  "visitor"  at 
his  homo. 

Anyone  who  subleases  his  home  7:111  be  askoa  to  surren'ier  his  lease  and 
vacate  the  ^.remises. 

\le  would  also  like  to  call  attention  to  Section  7  of  your  lease,  which 
says  that  the  tenant  shall  not  use  the  premdses  as  a  rooming  or  boarding 
house,  nor  to  carry  on  an;/  trade,  profession  or  industry  v;ithout  written 
consent.  There  are  several  cases  where  roomers  or  boarders  are  being 
kept  and  v^e  must  enforce  this  provision  of  the  lease. 

If  the  above  does  n-.^t  apply  to  you,  we  ask  yc-u  to  please  disregard  this 
letter,  but  because  of  the  great  numler  to  whom  it  does  apoly  and  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  -.-ersons  affected  by  it,  we  are  conoellei  to 
call  the  m.atter  to  youi'  attention  now.
